WASHINGTON, Dec. 19—Discovery | ; 


that at’ least two of President! 
Moover’s five nominees to constitute 
the new Federal Power commission 
are partisans of the power trust and 
hostile to municipal—ownerships 
competition with privately-owned | 
utilities, has sharpened the struggle | 
in .Washington over the -funda- 
mental power issue—the question as 
to whether the utility corporations 
shall own and operate the govern- 
ment for their stockholders and of- 
ficials’ profit, or whether the public 
shall regulate the power industry. 
The senate interstate commerce 
committee is now apparently so 
divided on this issue that its recom- | 
mendations will merely open the} 
real fight to be waged on the floor 
of the senate. 

George Otis Smith, director of the 
Geoglogical Survey, named for the 
chairmanship of the new commis- 
sion, has been shown to be an ally 
of the Insull power interests in the 
1924 referendum campaign in Maine, 
and to be hostile to public operation 
of power plants, as well as very 
complaisant toward the high rates 
charged by power -companies in this 
country. 

Frank R. McNinch of North Caro- 
lina, named as one of the two non- 
Republican members, admitted onthe 
stand that he had been voting for 
Republicans for federa] offices, and 
hence he was not a minority party 
representative. His views on public 
ownershin and federal regulation!

Speed? 

A cannon ball from a modern high 
power cannon.

She had 
to be veiled with silk, decorated 
with flowers, and rouged, Rouge is 
detrimental to a picture, as it ap- 
pears to be dark spots or shadings, 
the photographer said. 

“Men photograph more natural 
than women,” he added; “because 
they do not take time ‘to doll up. 
But there are exceptions in men as 
well as in women.”

Then in 
1867 “Graham Brothers 
moved their stock of 
drugs, paints, glass, etc., 
into it, James E. Gra- 
ham in 1872 sold his in- 
terest to his brother 
and moved from Musca- 
tine. Dr. I. L. Graham 
continued the business 
until his death in 1886. 
Since then it has been 
continued by his son, E. 
L. Graham for 44 years. 
He has been ably as- 
sisted during the last 34 
years by Fred H. Green, 
and both are graduates 
of Colleges of Pharmacy.

40 Years with Railroad, He 
Looks Forward to 14 More 








Forty years of railroading and a 
determination to round out 14 years 
of service, have proven Elmo Fergu- 
son, local freight agent, a born rail- 


man. 

Many and vivid are Mr. Ferguson’s 
recollections of early railroading. He 
began railroad work when he was 16 
years old. His father was a railroad 
man ever since he was large enough 
to remember. He was killed in a rail- 
road wreck at Cedar Rapids. 
BRAKING WAS HAZARDOUS 

One of the worst reilroad wrecks 
in Mr. Ferguson’s meeory occurred 
on the Missouri Pacific line, when 
three engines crashed together on a 
bridge over the Mississippi river. Al- 
though the engines were almost 
totally wrecked, none was killed. The 
engineers were seriously injured, the 
firemen barely escaping with their 
lives. 

In those days before the Westing- 
house air brake came into use, it re- 
quired three men to stop a train with 
the old style hand brakes.. The air 
brake first came into use in 1897. 
They were called vacuum brakes, Be- 


fore they were adopted for genera! 
use, the firemen had to “brace” the 
engine. They also had to “brake” the 
train going down grade. Engines in 
those days only pulled 14 or 15 cars, 
and they were smaller than the 
cars used these days. Braking was 
a hazardous job and many men 
were injured at the work. | 

“I can remember the first im- | 
proved engine of the 700 type I ever | 
saw,” said Mr. Ferguson. It had what ! 
was known as a straight smoke stack 
instead of the diamond type. It also 
had a 4-wheel drive. | 
14 YEARS TO GO! | 

“Pay in those days was poor,” ‘re-'| 
called Mr. Ferguson, “but of course. 
promotion came faster. Conductors 
received only $75 a month wh}!s sta- 
tion agents received $45. #%}ance- 
ment is much slower now, and ‘t know 
men who have been firing for 20 
years.” 

Although Mr. Ferguson has been} 
in the service for 40 years, he still 
has 14 years of service ahead of him 
and he says he has every intention 
of serving it.
